NOTE  THIS. 


At  a  conference  of  the  three  Chicago  Dental  Schools, 
held  on  January  21,  T905,  it  was  agreed  that,  hereafter, 
the  tuition  and  other  fees  in  these  several  schools  shall 
be  One  Hundred  and  Fifty  Dollars  for  each  years 
course;  that  an  annual  registration  fee  of  five  dollars 
shall  be  charged;  that  a  course  of  three  years  of  thirty- 
two  weeks  in  each  year  and  of  six  days  in  each  week 
shall  be  established;  and  that  the  preliminary  educa- 
tional qualifications  shall  be  raised  beginning  with 
1907-8,  to  graduation  from  a  high  school  having  a  four 
years'  course  of  instruction  or  its  equivalent,  which  may 
be  determined  on  the  count  system.. 

The  National  Association  of  Dental  Examiners  re- 
quires that,  beginning  with  the  year  1906-7,  matricu- 
lants in  dental  schools  must  be  graduates  from  ''an 
accredited  high  school  or  have  an  equivalent  education/' 

Therefore^  the  year  1905-6  will  be  the  last  in  which 
candidates  having  only  a  two  years^  high  school  education 
or  its  equivalent  can  be  received  as  dental  students* 

No  student  can  be  received  who  is  not  present  within 
ten  days  after  the  opening  day  as  announced  in  the 
Bulletin.

THE  CURRICULUM. 

Li  the  June  number  of  this  Bulletin  for  1904  we  announced  that  the 
National  Association  of  Dental  Faculties  had  repealed  its  former  action' 
prescribing  a  four  years'  course  of  seven  months  each,  and  established 
instead  thereof 

A  THREE  years'  COURSE 

each  to  consist  of  thirty  weeks  of  six  days,  exclusive  of  holidays  and 
vacations,  as  the  minimum  requirement  for  dental  collegiate  education. 
We  also  stated  that  this  school  had  favored  the  four  years'  course  be- 
cause it  believed  it  best  for  thorough  dental  education,  and  that  it  felt 
that  three  years  of  eight  months  is  too  short  a  time  for  the  most  effec- 
tive education  of  dental  students,  but  that  it  would  yield  to  the  action 
above  referred  to  and  establish  the  three  years'  course  specified. 

The  announcement  of  this  action  of  the  National  Association  of 
Dental  Faculties  we  coupled  with  the  suggestion  that  the  National  Asso- 
ciation of  Dental  Examiners  and  the  boards  of  examiners  of  the  several 
States  had  not  confirmed  or  accepted  this  lowering  of  the  standard  of 
time,  and  that  until  this  had  been  done  this  school  would  see  that  its 
students  are  placed  properly  before  the  law. 

The  National  Association  of  Dental  Examiners,  at  its  regular  an- 
nual meeting  held  in  St.  Louis  August  26th,  decided  unanimously  to  de- 
mand, beginning  with  the  year  1905-6,  that  the  educational  requirement 
for  admission  to  the  dental  college  course  should  be  graduation  from  an 
accredited  high  school  or  its  full  equivalent,  and  that  no  change  be  made 
at  the  present  time  ''in  the  present  requirements  of  this  Association  of 
not  less  than  twenty-eight  calendar  months  {four  years  of  seven  months^) 
of  college  attendance  for  graduation." 

Since  then  the  National  Association  of  Dental  Examiners,  through  its 
Ad  Interim  Committee,  has  announced  that  it  will  accept  as  a  satis- 
factory course,  either  four  years  of  seven  months,  or  the  academic 
course  of  three  years  and  nine  months,  for  the  minimum  standard  of 
dental  education.  Our  school,  together  with  the  other  two  Chicago 
schools,  determined  early  this  year  to  establish  a  course  of  three  years, 
each  year  to  have  thirty-two  weeks  of  six  days  in  each,  of  actual  teaching, 
exclusive  of  vacation  and  holidays. 

This  course  has  more  days  of  teaching  than  the  three  academic 
years  of  nine  months  and  will  be  carried  out  by  our  school.  The  Ad 
Interim  Committee  of  the  National  Association  of  Dental  Examiners 
has  approved  of  this  course  as  a  full  and  satisfactory  equivalent  of  the 
standard  fixed  by  them. 


Italics  are  ours. 
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INSTRUMENTS. 

The  instruments  essential  to  the  students  in  the  several  departments 
of  the  school  have  been  carefully  studied  and  determined.  Much  care  has 
been  bestowed  upon  the  selection  of  the  instrument  sets  that  the  variety 
of  forms  may  be  sufficient  for  the  student's  needs  without  being  exces- 
sive. Close  study  of  this  subject  and  long  and  careful  observation  of  stu- 
dents and  the  progress  they  make  in  the  attainment  of  manipulative  skill 
show  their  progress  to  be  so  closely  related  to  their  instrument  equip- 
ment that  this  school  must  demand  that  the  instrument  sets  required  be 
obtained  by  each  student  as  a  condition  of  his  continuance  in  school  work. 

In  operative  dentistry  it  is  found  that  a  close  adherence  to  the  form- 
ula plan,  in  the  study  of  cutting  instruments  particularly,  is  essentia] 
in  teaching  the  important  subject  of  cavity  preparation;  and  this  will 
be  carried  out  critically  in  all  departments  of  the  school.  This  teaching 
is  begun  in  the  technic  classes,  and  the  same  lines  of  instruction  are 
followed  progressively  by  teachers  and  demonstrators  in  all  of  the  de- 
partments to  the  end  of  the  Senior  year,  the  same  instrument  sets  being 
used  throughout  the  course  of  study. 

In  prosthetic  dentistry  and  in  the  several  laboratories  a  similar  care 
as  to  instruments  is  maintained. 

The  instruments  in  the  lists  are  required  because  they  are  essential 
to  the  student's  progress,  and  students  must  provide  them.  Students 
should  not  bring  with  them,  nor  purchase,  instruments  of  other  patterns, 
for  they  can  not  be  received  as  equivalents  of  the  required  sets.  They  are 
the  same  as  those  required  last  year.  No  student  is  required  to  make 
changes  in  his  instrument  sets  during  his  three  years'  course.  The  in- 
strument lists  will  be  furnished  on  application. 

Written  Quizzes  and  Examinations  are  held  by  the  various  profes- 
sors at  intervals  during  the  course,  and  especially  at  the  end  of  the  first 
semester.  A  few  of  these  latter,  especially  in  those  lecture  courses  which 
terminate  with  the  first  semester,  are  final  examinations  and  a  few  others 
are  final  upon  the  subjects  passed  over.  But,  for  the  most  part,  they  take 
form  of  written  quizzes  as  an  educational  exercise  and  for  determining 
the  progress  being  made  by  the  classes  as  a  whole,  and  by  the  individual 
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student.  Past  experience  has  shown  that  the  written  quiz  is  of  great 
value  to  the  student  as  a  training  in  the  formation  of  his  ideas  and  in 
pointing  out  the  particular  lines  of  his  strength  or  weakness  and  guid- 
ing him  in  his  further  studies. 

The  monthly  reports  of  attendance,  and  the  standing  of  pupils  in 
quizzes,  recitations,  laboratory  work  and  in  infirmary  practice,  both  oper- 
ative and  prosthetic,  are  considered  in  making  up  the  rating  upon  final 
examinations. 

The  final  examinations  are  held  at  the  c.ose  of  the  term. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION. 

A  radical  change  has  been  made  by  the  dental  schools  in  the  methods  of 
examination  for  admission.  Formerly  these  examinations  were  made  by 
the  officers  of  the  Dental  School,  but  the  Faculties'  Association,  at  the 
Omaha  meeting  in  1898,  passed  a  rule  requiring  that  these  examinations 
be  made  by  the  legally  constituted  officers  of  instruction  of  the  locality 
in  which  the  applicant  resides  or  by  the  State  Superintendent  of  Instruc- 
tion or  deputy. 

Therefore  students  desiring  to  matriculate  in  this  school  must  bring 
with  them  credentials  signed  by  a  County  or  City  Superintendent  of 
Schools,  a  Principal  of  a  high  school  or  the  State  Superintendent  of 
Instruction. 

These  credentials  must  show  the  applicant  to  have  progressed  in 
his  studies  to  the  completion  of  the  second  year  of  high  school  or  its 
equivalent  in  order  to  entitle  him  to  matriculate  in  this  school  for  the 
term  beginning  October,  1905.  These  credentials  will  not  be  required  of 
applicants  who  present  diplomas  from  high  schools  or  colleges. 

Beginning  with  October,  1906-7,  the  National  Examiners'  Association 
requires  that  all  matriculants  shall  be  graduates  from  an  accredited  high 
school  or  have  an  equivalent  education ;  and,  beginning  with  the  year  1907 
to  1908,  this  school,  in  common  with  the  other  Chicago  Dental  Schools, 
will  demand  graduation  from  a  high  school  having  a  four  years'  course 
o"  an  equivalent  education,  to  be  determined  on  the  count  system. 

The  present  year,  1905,  will  be  the  last  for  the  admission  of  students 
with  two  years  of  high  school  education. 
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ADMISSION  TO  ADVANCED  STANDING. 

Students  who  present  certificates  of  having  taken  courses  in  other 
recognized  dental  schools  which  cover  subjects  required  in  this  school  will 
be  credited  with  such  studies  if  satisfactory  to  the  dean  and  professors 
in  the  respective  departments.  Graduates  in  medicine  will  be  credited 
with  one  year's  time. 

Students  who  rresent  credentials  from  reputable  schools,  medical, 
scientific  or  literary,  for  work  done  in  branches  taught  in  this  school  cover- 
ing these  fully  or  in  clearly  definite  part,  may  receive  credit  for  work 
done  in  these  subjects. 

Such  credentials  shall  express  the  hours  of  didactic  work  with  grades, 
or  the  hours  and  character  of  laboratory  work  with  notebooks,  whenever 
notebooks  have  been  employed. 

This  school  will  receive  no  student  who  is  not  present  within  ten 
days  after  the  opening  day,  as  announced  in  the  Bulletin. 

Students  matriculating  in  this  school,  by  doing  so  agree  to  accept 
the  discipline  imposed  by  the  faculty. 


REQUIREMENTS  FOR  GRADUATION. 

The  Degree  of  Doctor  of  Dental  Surgery  is  conferred  on  such  students 
as  complete  the  course  of  instruction,  having  attended  the  required  courses 
of  lectures,  the  last  of  which  must  be  in  this  school,  and  passed  satisfactory 
examinations  in  all  the  subjects  of  study.  To  be  admitted  to  the  degree 
the  student  must  be  twenty-one  years  of  age  and  possess  a  good  moral 
character.    He  must  have  paid  all  fees  in  full. 

The  monthly  reports  of  the  quizzes  and  the  infirmary  practice  of 
the  students  will  bear  very  materially  upon  their  standing  at  all  ex- 
aminations. 

It  is  desirable  that  students  should  matriculate  early,  inasmuch  as  tlie 
order  of  assignment  of  seats  is  based  upon  the  order  of  time  in  whicli 
they  matriculate.

A  general  breakage  fee  of  one  dollar  will  be  required  to  be  paid  by 
each  student  in  each  year.

Whenever  a  deferred  payment  is  acceded  to  by  the  school,  the  accom-, 
modation  and  trouble  involved  will  be  charged  for.  Variation  from  these 
conditions  of  payment  can  only  be  made  upon  the  written  agreement  of 
the  proper  official. 

There  will  be  no  return  of  fees  by  reason  of  suspension  or  expulsion.

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DENTAL  LAWS— Continued. 

Nebraska — Law  of  1895.  The  State  Board  of  Health  appoints  three 
secretaries  from  a  list  recommended  by  the  Nebraska  State  Dental 
Society.  This  Board  of  Secretaries  is  charged  with  the  duty  of  passing 
upon  the  qualifications  of  all  candidates  for  the  practice  of  dentistry  in 
the  State.  The  certificate  of  the  Board  of  Health,  under  the  seal  and 
signatures  of  its  dental  secretaries,  is  given  to  all  who  pass  the  examina- 
tion of  the  Dental  Secretaries. 

A  graduate  from  a  reputable  Dental  College  must  present  his  diploma 
and  prove  himself  to  be  the  lawful  possessor  thereof,  and  if  the  Dental 
Secretaries,  upon  investigation,  find  that  the  holder  is  entitled  to  practice 
they  issue  to  him  a  certificate  of  the  board,  as  stated.  Before  entering 
upon  practice  this  certificate  must  be  registered  in  the  ^'Dentists'  Regis- 
ter" of  the  county  clerk's  office.  The  word  reputable,  as  applied  to  Dental 
Colleges,  is  defined  in  this  act.  It  requires  a  college  to  demand  a  standard 
of  preliminary  examination  for  admission  to  its  courses  of  lectures, 
which  must  be  at  least  six  months  in  length  and  delivered  in  each  of  three 
separate  calendar  years. 

It  requires  a  full  faculty  of  professors  in  Anatomy  and  Oral  Surgery, 
Physiology,  Chemistry,  Materia  Medica,  Therapeutics,  Operative  Dentistry, 
Prosthetic  Dentistry  and  clinical  instruction  in  the  last  two  years. 

Fees — 'For  examination,  ten  dollars;  for  a  certificate  upon  diploma, 
two  dollars ;  for  recording  the  certificate  in  the  recorder's  office,  the  same 
fee  as  is  allowed  for  recording  of  conveyances.

Nevada — Law  of  1895.  Has  a  board  of  examiners  of  five,  appointed 
by  the  Governor  from  a  list  of  ten  names  submitted  by  the  Nebraska 
State  Dental  Society.  Not  less  than  three  members  of  the  Board  must  be 
members  of  this  society. 

Any  one  desiring  to  appear  before  the  Board  may  do  so,  and  be 
examined  with  reference  to  his  knowledge  and  skill  in  dental  surgery. 
If  the  examination  proves  satisfactory  to  the  Board,  they  must  issue  their 
certificates  to  practice,  to  such  persons  as  they  find  qualified.  To  the 
lawful  owner  of  a  diploma  from  a  reputable  Dental  College  when  satisfied 
as  to  the  character  of  such  institution,  no  examination  is  given.  A 
certificate  is  granted  upon  proof  of  the  diploma. 

These  certificates  must  be  registered  in  the  office  of  the  County  Clerk 
of  the  county  where  the  holder  intends  to  practice.  Fee  for  examination 
or  for  certificate  is  ten  dollars.  For  registration  in  the  clerk's  office, 
twenty-five  cents.

New  Hampshire— Law  of  1903.  Has  a  State  Board  of  Registration  in 
Dentistry  of  three  members  appointed  by  the  Governor  with  the  advice  of 
the  Council.  Any  person  may  appear  before  the  Board  with  reference  to 
his  knowledge  and  skill  in  Dentistry,  and  it  issues  its  certificate  to  such 
persons  as  it  finds  qualified  to  practice. 

Association  of  persons,  whether  incorporated  or  not,  engaged  in  the 
practice  of  Dentistry  under  the  name  of  company  or  association,  must 
display  and  keep  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  its  office  a  certificate  from 
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the  Board  of  the  qualification  of  each  person  practicing  Dentistry  in  said 
office.  Bona  fide  students  of  Dentistry  pursuing  their  studies  under  the 
direction  of  a  qualified  dentist  are  exempted  from  the  penalties  of  prac- 
ticing without  a  certificate.

New  Jersey. — Law  of  1898.  Has  a  State  Board  of  Registration  and 
Examination  in  Dentistry,  composed  of  five  members  appointed  by  the 
Governor  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  New  Jersey  State  Dental 
Society. 

In  order  to  be  eligible  to  the  examination,  one  must  be  twenty-one 
years  of  age  and  of  good  moral  character. 

A  preliminary  education,  the  equivalent  to  an  Academic  Course,  and 
graduation  from  a  dental  school  recognized  by  the  Board,  is  required. 
A  diploma  or  license  conferring  the  full  right  to  practice  Dentistry  in 
some  foreign  country  and  granted  by  some  authority  recognized  by  the 
Board  is  also  held  valid.  Associations  or  companies  practicing  dentistry 
are  compelled  to  display  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  their  offices  the  name 
of  every  person  engao-ed  in  the  practice  of  dentistry  therein. 

The  Board  grants  a  license  to  all  candidates  who  pass  a  satisfactory 
examination  before  it  and  may  also,  without  examination,  issue  a  license 
to  an  applicant  who  proves  that  he  has  been  duly  licensed,  after  exam- 
ination, to  practice  dentistry  in  any  State  and  has  been  lawfully  and 
reputably  engaged  in  said  practice  for  five  years  preceding  his  application. 
It  provides,  however,  that  his  professional  education  shall  not  be  less 
than  that  required  in  this  State. 

Any  one  convicted  of  a  felony  or  misdemeanor  may  have  his  license, 
revoked.  This  law  also  provides  for  an  annual  registration  of  every  one 
practicting  dentistry  and  also  of  every  assistant  employed. 

Examination  fee  is  twenty-five  dollars.

New  Mexico — Law  of  1893.  Has  a  Board  of  Dental  Examiners  of 
five  members  appointed  by  the  Governor.  All  persons  presenting  diplomas 
from  Dental  Colleges  recognized  as  reputable  by  the  National  Association 
of  Dental  Examiners  are  entitled  to  receive  a  certificate  without  further 
examination ;  all  others  must  be  examined  by  the  Board.  Persons  hold- 
ing a  license  of  said  Board  upon  conviction  of  immoral  or  unprofessional 
conduct  may  have  their  licenses  revoked. 

A  certificate  upon 
examination,  twenty-five  dollars.

New  York — Law  of  1901.  Has  a  State  Board  of  Dental  Examiners 
appointed  by  the  Board  of  Regents  of  the  State  upon  the  recommendation 
of  the  State  Dental  Society.  The  State  Dental  Society  is  composed  of 
delegates  from  eight  district  dental  societies. 

Admittance  to  the  examination  is  obtained  through  the  Board  of 
Regents.  The  candidate  must  be  at  least  twenty-one  years  of  age  and 
have  a  good  moral  character  and  a  preliminary  education  equivalent  to  a 
four  years'  high  school  course  from  a  school  registered  by  the  Regents 
or  an  education  accepted  by  the  Regents  as  a  full  equivalent. 
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He  must  have  received  such  preliminary  education  prior  to  graduation 
in  course,  from  a  registered  Dental  School,  or  having  graduated  from  a 
registered  Medical  School,  he  shall  thereafter  have  taken  a  special  course  of 
two  years  in  dentistry  in  a  registered  Dental  School  and  received  therefrom 
the  degree  of  doctor  of  dental  surgery;  or  he  must  hold  a  diploma  or 
license  conferring  the  full  right  to  practice  dentistry  in  some  foreign 
country  and  granted  by  some  registered  authority. 

After  the  Board  of  Dental  Examiners  has  certified  that  the  candidate 
has  passed  its  examination  and  is  competent  to  practice  dentistry,  the 
Board  of  Regents  issue  their  license  to  him  to  practice,  pursuant  to  the 
rules  established  by  them. 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Examiners,  the  Regents 
may  issue  a  license  without  examination  to  any  applicant  who  has  been 
duly  graduated  from  a  registered  Dental  School  and  has  been  engaged  in 
lawful  and  reputable  practice  for  six  years  preceding  his  application ; 
or  who  holds  a  license  to  practice  dentistry  in  any  other  of  the  United 
States,  granted  by  a  State  Board  of  Dental  Examiners,  endorsed  by  the 
Dental  Society  of  the  State  of  New  York,  provided,  in  either  case  that  his 
preliminary  and  professional  education  shall  not  have  been  less  than  that 
required  in  the  State  of  New  York. 

After  a  license  has  been  granted  the  same  must  be  registered  in  the 
County  Clerk's  office. 

Licenses  may  be  revoked  upon  proof  of  unprofessional  or  immoral 
conduct  or  of  gross  ignorance  or  inefficiency  in  his  profession. 

Fee — For  examination,  twenty-five  dollars.  For  registration,  one 
dollar.

North  Carolina — Law  of  1891.  Has  a  Board  of  Examiners  composed 
of  six  members  elected  by  the  North  Carolina  Dental  Society. 

Holders  of  diplomas  from  a  chartered  dental  institution  are  not 
examined,  all  others  must  appear  before  the  Board  for  examination. 

Any  one  member  of  the  Board  has  the  power  to  grant  a  temporary 
license  upon  examination  during  the  interim  of  Board  meetings. 

Licenses  and  certificates  must  be  registered  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Su- 
perior Court  of  the  county  in  which  the  candidate  desires  to  practice. 

Fee  for  examination  or  certificate,  ten  dollars.  For  registration,  fifty 
cents.

North  Dakota — Law  of  1896.  Has  a  State  Board  of  Dental  Examiners 
appointed  by  the  Governor,  consisting  of  five  members. 

Candidates  for  admission  to  practice  in  this  State  must  furnish  satis- 
factory evidence  to  the  Board  that  they  have  been  engaged  in  the  practice 
of  dentistry  at  least  three  years  previous  to  applying  for  examination,  or 
that  they  have  pursued  the  study  under  the  supervision  of  a  regularly 
practicing  dentist  for  such  period.  H  the  Board  is  satisfied  that  such 
applicants  have  good  moral  characters  and  possess  suitable  qualifications 
to  practice,  it  shall  issue  to  them  licenses  to  practice;  graduates  from 
reputable  Dental  Colleges  who  appear  in  person  before  the  Board  may 
receive  a  license  to  practice  without  examination  in  the  discretion  of  the 
Board. 
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Each  licensee  in  this  State  must  register  with  the  Secretary  of  the 
Board  annually,  on  or  before  July  first  and  receive  a  certificate  of  regis- 
tration. 

Fees  for  examination,  ten  dollars.    For  license  to  practice,  five  dollars. 
Annual  registration  fee  not  exceeding  two  dollars.

Ohio — Law  of  1892.  Has  a  Board  of  Dental  Examiners  consisting 
of  five  practicing  dentists  appointed  by  the  Governor. 

All  persons  desiring  to  practice  dentistry  must  file  application  in  writ- 
ing with  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  for  examination  or  license  or  both. 

Applicants  for  examination  must  present  a  diploma  from  a  legally 
chartered  dental  college  and  all  who  possess  a  good  moral  character  and 
pass  a  successful  examination  receive  a  certificate  and  license  from  the 
Board,  which  certificate  and  license  is  required  to  be  displayed  in  the 
office  in  a  conspicuous  place,  of  the  licensee. 

Fee  for  examination  is  twenty  dollars.  For  license  alone  is  ten 
dollars.

Oklahoma — Law  of  1905.  Has  a  Board  of  five  Dental  Examiners  ap- 
pointed by  the  Governor. 

Every  one  desiring  to  begin  to  practice  in  this  territory  must  be 
examxined  by  the  Board  before  receiving  license  to  practice.  He  must 
then  record  the  same  in  the  office  of  the  county  clerk  in  the  county  in  which 
he  wishes  to  practice,  within  six  months.  The  Board  has  the  power  under 
certain  conditions  to  revoke  and  cancel  licenses. 

An  annual  registration  is  required  from  every  practitioner  in  the 
territory. 

Fee  for  examination  and  license,  twenty-five  dollars ;  for  annual  regis- 
tration, one  dollar ;  for  recording  in  county  clerk's  office,  fifty  cents.

Oregon — Law  of  1899.  Has  a  State  Board  of  Dental  Examiners 
consisting  of  five  members  appointed  by  the  Governor. 

Candidates  for  license  to  practice  in  this  State  must  be  twenty-one 
years  of  age,  of  good  moral  character  and  present  their  diplomas  from  a 
Dental  College  in  good  standing  as  a  prerequisite  for  admission  to  the 
examination. 

The  certificate  or  license  to  practice  must  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
County  Recorder  in  the  County  in  which  the  holder  desires  to  practice. 

Fee  for  examination  and  license,  ten  dollars.  For  recording  in 
Clerk's  office  is  one  dollar.

Pennsylvania — Law  of  1897.  Has  a  Dental  Council  and  a  State  Board 
of  Dental  Examiners.  The  Council  is  composed  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Public  Instruction,  the  President  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  and 
Vital  Statistics,  and  the  President  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Dental  Society. 
This  Council  supervises  the  examinations  conducted  by  the  State  Board 
of  Dental  Examiners  and  issues  licenses  to  practice  dentistry  to  such 
applicants  as  present  satisfactory  and  properly  certified  copies  of  licenses 
from  the  State  Board  of  Dental  Examiners  or  State  Boards  of  Health 
of  other  States. 
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The  State  Board  of  Dental  Examiners  is  composed  of  six  members 
appoijited  by  the  Governor  from  a  list  of  twice  the  number  required,  nomi- 
nated by  the  Pennsylvania  State  Dental  Society. 

All  candidates  for  license  to  practice  are  required  to  nass  an  examina- 
tion by  the  State  Board  of  Dental  Examiners,  which  is  required  to  send  an 
official  report  of  the  examination  average  of  each  candidate  in  each  branch 
of  the  examination,  together  with  the  result  of  the  examination,  whether 
successful  or  unsuccessful,  to  the  Dental  Council.  The  examination  papers 
in  each  case  are  preserved  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  Internal  Affairs 
for  reference  and  inspection  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  five  years. 

The  Dental  Council  issues  the  license  to  the  successful  candidates 
v/hich  are  subscribed  by  the  Council  and  also  by  each  Dental  Examiner 
who  participated  in  the  examination.  The  seal  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Pennsylvania  is  affixed  to  it. 

In  order  to  be  eligible  for  the  examination  one  must  be  twenty-one 
years  of  age,  of  good  moral  character  and  possess  a  competent  common 
school  education  as  well  as  a  diploma  in  dentistry  issued  by  a  reputable 
institution  of  the  United  States,  recognized  by  the  Board  of  Dental 
Examiners ;  or  a  diploma  or  license  to  practice  dentistry  in  some  foreign 
country. 

Applicants  who  have  been  examined  and  licensed  by  State  Boards 
of  Dental  Examiners  or  State  Boards  of  Health  of  other  States  may 
receive  the  license  from  the  Dental  Council  direct  to  practice  dentistry 
in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  without  examination. 

All  licenses  must  be  registered  in  the  office  of  the  Prothonotary  of  the 
Court  of  Common  Pleas  in  the  County  in  which  the  licensee  desires  to 
practice.  Fees  for  examination  and  license,  fifteen  dollars ;  license,  without 
examination,  ten  dollars. 

Registration  fee,  one  dollar.

Rhode  Island — 'Law  of  1903.  Has  a  Board  of  Registration  in  Den- 
tistry consisting  of  five  members  appointed  by  the  Governor. 

All  persons  desiring  to  enter  the  practice  of  dentistry  in  this  State 
must  appear  before  this  Board  for  examination.  All  successful  candidates 
receive  certificates  entitling  them  to  practice  in  the  State,  and  are  registered 
by  the  Board. 

Any  person  convicted  of  a  crime  or  who  is  found  guilty  by  the  Board 
of  grossly  immoral  conduct  shall  have  his  registration  and  certificate 
revoked  and  canceled. 

Examination  papers  must  be  preserved  for  at  least  a  period  of  two 
years. 

The  certificate  of  license  must  be  posted  in  plain  view  of  patients  in 
the  office  of  the  licensee.

South  Carolina — Law  of  1902.  Has  a  Board  of  Dental  Examiners 
of  five  members  elected  by  the  South  Carolina  State  Dental  Association. 

No  person  can  enter  upon  the  practice  of  dentistry  in  this  State 
unless  he  shall  have  obtained  a  license  from  the  Board  to  do  so.  This

Board  has  the  authority  to  prescribe  a  course  of  reading  to  those  who 
study  dentistry  under  private  instructions  and  to  grant  licenses  to  all  appli- 
cants who  undergo  a  satisfactory  examination.  One  member  of  the 
Board  may  grant  a  temporary  license  to  be  in  force  until  the  next  regular 
meeting  of  the  Board. 

Every  dentist  in  this  State  is  required  to  keep  a  record  of  all  cases 
treated  in  his  practice  as  designated  by  form  given  by  the  South  Carolina 
State  Dental  Association. 

Registration  as  a  dentist  is  an  exemption  from  jury  duty  in  this  State. 

Fee  for  examination  and  license  is  fifteen  dollars.

South  Dakota — ^Law  of  1901.  Has  a  Slate  Board  of  Dental  Examiners 
of  five  members  appointed  bv  the  Governor  from  nominees  furnished  by 
the  South  Dakota  State  Dental  Society. 

Any  one  desiring  to  begin  to  practice  dentistry  in  this  State  who  has 
a  diploma  from  a  reputable  Dental  School  must  appear  in  person  and  pre- 
sent the  same  to  the  Board  which  may  issue  a  license  without  examination. 
Any  one  not  having  such  a  diploma  but  giving  satisfactory  evidence  that 
he  has  been  engaged  in  the  practice  of  dentistry  for  at  least  three  years 
preceding  or,  that  he  has  pursued  the  study  of  dentistry  under  a  regular 
practicing  dentist  for  such  a  period  is  eligible  for  examination.  Any  two 
members  of  the  Board  may  issue  a  temporary  license  to  be  in  force 
until  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Board. 

Each  licensee  must  regularly  on  or  before  July  first,  register  his 
certificate  annually.  Any  certificate  or  license  may  be  revoked  upon  con- 
viction of  the  holder  of  a  violation  of  any  of  the  provisionsof  this  act. 

Every  person  receiving  a  certificate  must  expose  the  same  in  a  con- 
spicuous place  in  his  office. 

Fees — For  examination  not  exceeding  ten  dollars.  For  license,  five 
dollars.    For  annual  registration,  two  dollars. 

Under  a  rule  of  the  Board  all  candidates  for  license  must  be  exam- 
ined. Temporary  licenses  are  only  granted  to  the  holders  of  diplomas 
from  reputable  dental  colleges.  The  fee  for  temporary  license  is  fixed 
at  twenty  dollars,  which  includes  the  examination  fee  at  the  next  regular 
meeting  of  the  Board.

Tennessee — Law  of  1891 — Has  a  State  Board  of  Examiners  consist- 
ing of  six  members,  appointed  by  the  governor. 

To  be  eligible  for  practice  it  is  necessary  to  be  the  possessor  of  a 
diploma  from  a  reputable  dental  school  in  which  are  annually  delivered 
full  courses  of  lectures  and  instruction  in  dentistry  and  dental  surgery. 

The  diploma  or  an  authenticated  copy  thereof  must  be  presented  to 
the  Board  of  Examiners  for  registration.  If  the  Board  approves  and 
accepts  the  diploma  a  certificate  to  practice  is  issued. 

Any  person  whether  holding  a  diploma  or  not  may  make  application 
for  an  examination  and  if  he  passes  the  same  satisfactorily  he  is  entitled 
to  a  certificate  the  same  as  a  holder  of  a  diploma. 

Examination  and  license  fee  is  five  dollars.

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Texas — Has  a  State  Board  of  Dental  Examiners  consisting  of  six 
members  appointed  by  the  governor. 

Any  person  desiring  to  begin  practice  must  first  file  for  record  his 
diploma  or  an  authenticated  copy  thereof ;  if  this  is  accepted  by  the 
Board  a  certificate  or  license  is  issued  to  the  holder  thereof.  The  diploma 
presented  must  be  issued  by  a  reputable  dental  school  giving  full  courses 
of  lectures  and  instruction  in  dentistry. 

Persons  not  holding  diplomas  have  the  privilege  of  taking  the  exam- 
ination of  the  Board  and  if  this  is  satisfactory,  of  receving  the  certifi- 
cate and  license  to  practice. 

The  license  or  certificate  must  be  recorded  in  the  offices  of  the 
county  clerk  of  the  county  in  which  the  licensee  expects  to  practice. 

Any  member  of  the  Board  in  the  interim  of  Board  meetings  may 
issue  a  temporary  license  to  practice  to  any  one  who  upon  examination 
is  found  to  be  qualified. 

Fees — For  certificate  and  license  ten  dollars ;  for  temporary  license, 
two  dollars.    County  clerk's  fee  for  registering,  fifty  cents. 

A  new  law  will  go  in  effect  July  14,  1905,  of  which  the  full  text  is  not 
now  available.  It  reouires  the  examination  of  holders  of  diplomas  from 
reputable  schools,  and  fixes  the  examination  fee  at  twenty-five  dollars.

Utah — Law  of  1894 — Has  a  Board  of  five  dental  examiners  appointed 
by  the  governor  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate. 

Applicants  for  license  must  present  a  diploma  or  certified  copy  thereof 
for  the  approval  of  the  Board,  or  they  must  appear  for  the  examination. 

To  be  eh"gible  for  examination  it  is  necessary  to  prove  the  prac- 
tice of  dentistry  for  at  least  two  years  or  the  study  of  dentistry  for 
at  least  two  years  under  the  supervision  of  a  licensed  dentist. 

The  diploma  of  any  reputable  dental  college  recognized  by  the  Na- 
tional Association  of  Dental  Examiners  entitles  the  bona  fide  holder 
thereof  to  a  certificate  of  registration.  Two  members  of  the  Board  may 
grant  a  temporary  license  to  practice  during  the  interim  of  Board  meet- 
ings. 

Fees — For  registration  and  examination,  five  dollars. 
Every  license  must  be  recordtd  within  sixty  days  :*n  the  office  of 
the  county  clerk  where  the  holder  expects  to  practice.

Vermont — Law  of  1898 — Has  a  Board  of  five  Dental  Examiners  ap- 
pointed by  the  governor. 

Any  one  may  apply  for  the  examination,  and  if  found  competent  ^ 
by  the  Board  a  license  to  practice  is  issued  to  him.    All  licenses  must 
be  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  within  thirty  days. 

Fee  for  examination  and  license,  ten  dollars.    For  recording  twenty- 
five  cents. 

Secretary  of  Board — ^^G.  F.  Cheney,  St.  Johnsbury. 

Virginia — Has  a  Board  of  Examiners  of  six  members  appointed  by 
the  governor  from  nominees  presented  by  the  Virginia   State  Dental 
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Association,  but  if  the  governor  does  not  approve  of  the  nominees  he 
may  appoint  whom  he  sees  fit. 

This  Board  has  power  to  grant  a  certificate  of  ability  to  practice 
dentistry  to  all  applicants  who  undergo  a  satisfactory  examination.  Any 
member  of  the  Board  designated  by  its  president  may  grant  a  temporary 
license  during  the  interim  of  Board  meetings. 

Every  license  must  be  recorded  within  sixty  days  in  the  clerk's  office 
of  the  county  or  corporation  court  in  the  county  or  city  in  which  the 
holder  expects  to  practice. 

Fee — For  examination  and  license,  ten  dollars ;  for  recording,  fifty 
cents.

Washington — Law  of  1901 — Has  a  Board  of  Dental  Examiners  con- 
sisting of  five  members  appointed  by  the  governor. 

No  person  is  eligible  for  an  examination  unless  he  or  she  shall  be 
of  good  moral  character  and  present  to  said  board  his  or  her  diploma 
from  some  dental  college  in  good  standing  and  prove  rightful  possession 
of  the  same. 

Before  entering  upon  practice  after  receiving  the  license  of  the  Board, 
it  is  necessary  to  have  the  same  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  auditor  of 
the  county  in  which  he  expects  to  practice. 

Fees — For  examination  and  license,  twenty-five  dollars.  For  record- 
ing by  recorder,  one  dollar.

West  Virginia — Law  of  1897 — Has  a  Board  of  Dental  Examiners  con- 
sisting of  five  members  appointed  by  the  governor. 

Any  person  who  desires  to  practice  in  this  state  must  file  an  appli- 
cation for  examination  with  the  secretary  of  the  Board  and  must  present 
himself  at  its  first  regular  meeting  thereafter  for  examination. 

Fee — For  examination  and  license,  ten  dollars.

Wisconsin — Law  of  1903 — ^Has  a  State  Board  of  Dental  Examiners 
composed  of  five  members  appointed  by  the  Governor  from  among  such 
persons  as  may  be  recommended  by  the  Wisconsin  State  Dental  Society. 
At  least  three  of  the  members  of  the  Board  are  required  to  be  mem- 
bers of  this  Society. 

Any  regular  graduate  of  a  reputable  dental  college  and  any  person 
who  shall  have  been  regularly  engaged  in  reputable  dental  practice  for 
four  years  immediately  preceding  his  application  for  examination,  or 
any  person  who  has  served  as  an  apprentice  to  a  dentist  in  reputable 
practice  for  five  years,  may  appear  at  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board 
and  be  examined  with  a  view  of  obtaining  a  license  to  practice. 

This  State  Board  may  license  without  examination  only  a  regular 
graduate  from  a  reputable  dental  school  in  which  the  applicant  shall 
have  pursued  four  full  courses  of  lectures  of  at  least  seven  months 
each  and  which  requires  for  admission  thereto  a  preliminary  education 
equivalent  to  that  required  for  admission  to  the  junior  course  of  an 
accredited  high  school  or  a  graduate  who,  having  attended  more  tharr' 
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one  school,  obtained  his  entire  dental  education  in  schools  of  an  equal 
standard. 

It  is  necessary  for  all  licensees  in  dentistry  to  register  annually  with 
the  secretary  of  the  Board. 

Fees — For  license  with  or  without  examination,  ten  dollars.  For 
annual  registration,  one  dollar.

Wyoming — Law  of  1893 — Has  no  Board  of  Dental  Examiners,  but 
it  is  unlawful  for  anyone  to  begin  to  practice  without  first  having  received 
a  diploma  from  a  reputable  dental  college  or  university  incorporated  or 
established  under  the  laws  of  some  one  of  the  United  States  or  some 
foreign  government,  which  is  recognized  as  such  by  the  National  Asso- 
ciation of  Dental  Examiners. 

This  diploma  or  a  copy  of  it  must  be  filed  with  the  county  clerk 
of  the  county  in  which  the  holder  expects  to  practice  and  duly  sworn  to. 

Upon  this  the  clerk  of  the  county  issues  a  certificate  to  the  appli- 
cant and  registers  his  name  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose. 

A  transcript  of  the  certificate  from  one  county  may  be  registered 
and  filed  in  another  county  of  this  state. 

Has  adopted  a  new  law,  the  text  of  which  we  have  not  been  able  to 
obtain  at  the  date  of  going  to  press. 

Hawaii — Law  of  1903.  Has  a  Board  of  Dental  Examiners  consist- 
ing of  three  members  appointed  by  the  governor  upon  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Dental  Society  of  Hawaii. 

Any  person  twenty-one  years  of  age,  of  good  moral  character,  who 
has  graduated  and  holds  a  diploma  from  a  reputable  dental  college,  may 
apply  for  examination  and  upon  passing  the  same  satisfactorily  receive 
a  certificate  of  license  to  practice.  The  license  may  be  revoked  and 
canceled  upon  conviction  before  the  Board  of  gross  negligence,  inde- 
cent conduct  or  professional  misbehavior. 

A  certified  copy  of  a  court  of  record  showing  that  a  practitioner 
has  been  convicted  of  felony,  may  be  noted  on  the  record  of  licenses  which 
cancels  the  license. 

Fee — For  examination  and  license,  twenty  dollars.

Philippine  Islands — Law  of  1903 — Has  a  Board  of  Dental  Examiners 
consisting  of  three  members  appointed  by  the  commissioner  of  public 
health  for  the  Philippine  Islands,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Board  of  Health. 

Any  one  desiring  to  practice  must  appear  before  the  Board  on  the 
first  Tuesday  of  January  or  July  for  examination.  Each  candidate  who 
furnishes  satisfactory  proof  of  having  received  a  diploma  from  a  legally 
incorporated  dental  educational  institution  and  who  in  addition  passes 
a  satisfactory  examination  receives  a  dental  surgeon^s  certificate. 

A  temporary  license  may  be  issued  by  any  two  members  of  the  Board 
in  the  interim  of  Board  meetings.  The  Board  may  revoke  a  certificate 
issued  or  refuse  to  issue  a  certificate  to  any  person  convicted  of  any 
criminal  offense  or  guilty  of  immoral  or  dishonorable  conduct,  or  of 
unsound  mind. 
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Every  practitioner  must  display  in  a  conspicuous  place  upon  the 
house  or  office  where  he  practices  his  full  name,  and  he  must  also  dis- 
play a  certificate  of  registration  in  his  office  in  plain  sight  of  patients 
occupying  his  dental  chair. 

Fee — Ten  dollars  in  United  States  money.

Porto  Rico — Dental  practice  is  regulated  by  the  Superior  Board  of 
Health,  which  has  made  these  rules  for  obtaining  a  license  to  practice 
dentistry : 

The  applicant  must  be  at  least  twenty-one  years  of  age;  he  must 
possess  testimonials  of  good  moral  character;  he  must  have  a  diploma 
from  a  reputable  school  or  university;  and  he  must  give  evidence,  if 
required,  of  a  common  school  education  in  English  or  Spanish  and  sub- 
mit to  an  examination  before  the  examining  committee  of  the  Superior 
Board  of  Health,  in  general  anatomy,  special  dental  anatomy,  dental 
histology  and  dental  physiology,  general  physiology,  chemistry,  oral  sur- 
gery, materia  medica,  therapeutics,  principles  and  practice  of  prosthetic 
dentistry,  dental  pathology,  bacteriology,  and  the  use  of  anaesthetics. 

Applications  for  examination  in  dentistry  must  be  made  to  the  secre- 
tary of  the  superior  board  of  health  at  San  Juan. 

NEW  LAW  IN  ILLINOIS. 

Illinois  Law  of  1905  goes  in  effect  July  1st.  It  provides  for  a  State 
Board  of  Dental  Examiners  of  five  members  appointed  by  the  governor. 
Application  for  license  to  practice  must  be  made  to  the  board  in  writing. 
The  applicant  must  be  of  good  moral  character  and  twenty-one  years  of 
age.  He  must  submit  satisfactory  proof  that  he  has  been  engaged  in 
legal  practice  in  some  other  State  or  country  for  five  consecutive  years, 
just  prior  to  application;  or  that  he  is  a  graduate  of  a  reputable  college 
or  school  of  dentistry ;  or  that  he  is  a  graduate  of  a  reputable  medical 
college  and  possesses  the  necessary  qualifications  prescribed  by  the  board. 

Examinations  by  the  Board  must  be  undergone  by  all  applicants. 

The  Board  may  make  rules  that  are  uniform  and  reasonable  to  estab- 
lish a  standard  of  educational  requirements  by  dental  schools. 

All  licenses  issued  must  be  personally  registered  with  county  clerk 
of  the  county  in  which  the  licensee  expects  to  practice.  Failure  to  so 
register  a  license  involves  a  penalty  of  $15.00  for  the  issuing  of  a  new 
one.  Fees  for  examination,  $20.00;  for  license  or  duplicate  license,  $5.00; 
for  registering  with  county  clerk,  25  cents.
